DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to an optical disk storing a data structure for 
managing reproduction of at least video data having multiple reproduction paths by a 
reproduction device. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features 
" the clip information file including an entry point map associated with corresponding one 
reproduction path of the multiple reproduction paths ", " each entry point map associated 
with a corresponding stream file and identifying the entry points in the video data for the 
associated reproduction path ", and " the entry point map including path change 
information for identifying entry points at which enter to an associated reproduction path 
from another reproduction path is permitted and exit from the associated reproduction 
path to another reproduction path is permitted " The closest prior arts, Sawabe eat al. 
(6,031,962), Kikuchi et al. (5,870,523), Yamane et al. (5,784,528), and Kato et al. (US 
7,477,833 B2) disclose the conventional optical disk for storing a data structure 
managing reproduction of video data, either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
